PROFESSOR BLÂCKMUR 
TO DISCUSS WRITERS 



Professor R. iP. Blackmur, Ame- 
rican pqet' and critic, has been in- 
vited to speak- on October 28, at 
8:30 pm, in Moysc Hall. His 
topic, "The Literary Explosion of 
the Twenties", will deal with the 
emergence o^ EHbt, Joyce, Found, 
Proust, and Thomas Mann in or 
about 1922. 

Pwtt'Xnd CrIUc' 
Professor Blackmur was born in 
1904 in Springfield, Mass. At 
first a free lance poet and critic, 
he became a member of Princeton 
University's Institute of Advanced 
Study in 1044-46. He is a Fellow 
of the Library of Congress in Am- 
erican Letters and a member of 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors. 

Extensive Writings 

Financed:;^tlirough i grants from 
the Guggenheim Foundation in 
1937-88,' he wrote an extensive 
work on Henry Adams. He has 
discussed the writing of T. E. 
Laurence, D. H. Laurence, E. E. 
Cummings,. Ezra Pound, Hart 
Grane, Marianne Moore, and 
Yvon Winters. 

Mr. Blackmur also wrote an 



introduction to the critical, prefa- 
ces written by Henry James for 
the New York edition of "James' 
Novels,' . 

• The Professor's volume of po- 
ems "From Jordan's Delight"

if there were a dictatorship in the province of Quebec, who 
would make the best dictator? This pro6lem claimed the attention 
of four noted professors at the Raft Debate which took place lost 
night at the Union. Representing the faculties of'Commerce, Law, 
Arts, and Science were Professors Byrd, Cohen, Launay and Ston- 

■^^^^cing the speakers, Àvrùrn Cohen, President of the Stud- 
ents' Society, said that no decision was to be reoched at the end of 
the debate out of respect to the participonts. Normally; three would 
drovwi, or the winner would be allowed to do wit h the others as he 
saw fit. 



' Speaking first, Prof. Byrd of 
th6 School of Commerce said that 
he would deviate from the normal 
pattern of attacking the question. 
He chose not to display his own 
qualifications, but rather to sup- 
port one 'of the other "candidates". 

Explaining himself, he stated 
that Commerce does not give one 
a chance to learn to be a dictator. 
"We haven't even got steno- 
graphers to whom 'we can dictate 
properly.". 

Rolls Roy ce 

Naming his choice for dictator, 
Pn>f. Byrd said, "The best dicta- 
tor of the four of us would 'he 
Prof. Stanley . . . he has a Rolls 
Royce." " , 

"Ladies, gentlemen, and fel- 
low .prisoners," said Prof. Cohen," 
... I was ,a second or third 
choice, and consented to take' part 
in view of the major issues in- 
volved." Prof. Cohen first attack- 
ed the problem of which discipline 
would lend itself best to the run- 
ning of the province: Stanley, 
"woridng around in his cclU . . . 
is concerned with these little 
things'. .'. siich' as living or dy- 
ing," while Launay comes from a 
country which is "notoriously in- 
different to dictation . . . ami 
where the best kind of govern- 
ment is no government at all."' ' 

In a dictatorship, he went , on 
to say, "no one shall have more 
than the other . . . and all shall 
have less than the dictator". Prof. 
Cohen advocated the changing of 
the words "democracy" and "dic- 
tatorship" so that both would 
have the same meaning. Thus 
utter confusion would result, and 
one living under a dictatorship 
would think he was in a demo- 
cracy, because to him, the two 
words would mean the same thing. 

In reference >to Prof, Byrd and 
Commerce, Prof. Oohen spoke of 
the accountant's mind searching 
for the ibalance of things . , . "and 
dictatorship is an unbalanced 
thhjg". 

V Summing up his . argument, 
Prof. Cohen said, "We alone are

The per- 
sonal and psychological needs of 
a dictator include pride, embHioR, 
cruelty, hitolcrance, hypocrisy, 
ignorance. To round ^ out his . 
qualities, a dictator ^ ■ 

good public speaker^^^SflcSweS? ■ 
are essential." 

A Scienceman, according to 
Prof. .Stanley, would be the b^ 
qualified for assuming the role of 
dictator. "You can^t have any 
trouble if people think the way 
you do. You have to bang peo- 
ple over the head", and Science, 
he said, can hcst teach this. Those 
whose heads are too large for 
banging must J^e brainwashed, jia^L^^ 
this would neeënitate 'the'^serMl^fllP' 
up of "brain laundries", the soap 
for which çould only he made by a 
Scienceman. 

Womenfolk 

A dictator must, if he is io 
achieve .success, get .on the good 
side of thé wpnmifolk. A Science-. . . 
man, having more money, Is best • 
equipped to do this. Unlike the 
Artsman, he doesnt spend liis . 
spare time '"writing soimota'^ «r^'j>>W; 
like the Law student, "trying ti>>.ii'i^ 
fix traffic fines". His extra time 
is spent in something more re- 
warding, like "working in the - 
mines, or on a dance floor."

May I suggest^^atutere is one 
thing which the believer in tol- 
erance cannot tolerate and that 
is the end of tolerance. - If 
I "tolerate" the victory of philo- 
sophies pledged to end free speech, 
am I being tolerant — or Just 
cowardly ? 

A«aln while the believer in tol- 
erance may be, as you suggest, 
(though I doubt it) a believer that 
there is no absolute right (what 
about tolerance?) he still can be- 



lieve that -there is absolute non- 
sense. 

The important thing about 
Marxism in this context is not 
that it is "bad" but that it is 
scientific nonsense. , Those con- 
clusions which are correct do not 
need Marx to prove them.' Those 
conclusions and analyses which 
are peculiarly Marxian are easily 
shown to be scientifically wrong. 

The experienced Marxian knows 
this and fears nothing so much 
as debate with an informed op- 
ponent. I have observed over many 



years that there are only two last 
ditch lines used if debate does 
occur: (1) misstatement (2) 
tricky definitions which in fact 
prove exactly : the' opposite of 
what they appear to say. 

It would seem to me that it is 
here the West is doing most poor- 
ly. Aid and such .things^ are "good. 
But it is the' Mléntïf Ic^nonsense 
of Marxisni we' ought also to be 
stressing^
